WASHINGTON, July 25.— The railroad labor board re­ 
mains the only agency through \?hich the government can 
and will deal with the railroad strike situation, though Presi­ 
dent Harding is continuing to hold himself in contact with all 
actions which the board takes in the matter, it was said to­ 
day at the white house. 
The administration in the railroad strike as in the coal 
controversy, it was asserted, intends to proceed in fairness 
to the interests involved and with the determination to main­ 
tain dignity and majesty of the United States government. 
In accordance with this policy, it believes that all labor con­ 
troversies should be placed before the railroad labor board, 
' the sole authority under the acts of congress.

“The reply of the Am erican Leg­ 
ion and every real American is given 
these men the best care th a t medical 
science can provide and near to 
their own homes so that, if rehabili­ 
tated thbv can be returned to civil 
life w ith greater ease, and if doomed 
to hospitalization they can be near i 
their loved ones.” 
“Four years have already passed 
and the veteran has not been pro­ 
vided for. 
A belated program is 
now” being held and changed to meet 
your approval. 
“I appeal to you, sir, to stand 
aside and allow this program of the 
veteran’s bureau to go into effect, 
and at once.” 
The controversy between General 
Sawyer and the Legion officials is
